A buzz of comment ran through the court 
room as the state’s attorney finished his 
address and he was congratulated by a 
few friends who sat near him. The judge 
granted an impromptu recess and the jury 
left the room. Luetgert got up and went 
out also for a drink of water. 

In ten minutes the jury had returned. 
Judge Tuthill swung around in his chair 
until he faced the jury and deliberately 
picking up his notes on the charge he be- 
gan their reading. 

Three Important Features. 
Judge. Tuthij] instructed the jury as fol- 
lows. 


“Before a conviction can be had in this 
case the state must prove beyond a res- 
sonable doubt and to a moral certainty, 
first that Louisa Luctgert is dead; sec- 
ond, that she came to her death on the Ist 
day of May, 1897, in the county of Cook, 
State of Illinois; third, that Adolph L. 
Luetgert, the defendant, wilifully. mali- 
ciously, feloniously and of malice afore- 
thought, killed and murdered the sa:d 
Louisa Luetgert by some of the various 
Means charged in the indictment or by 
means unknown. The burden of proof 
rests upon the prosecution to make vut and 
prove to the satisfaction of the jury be- 
yond all réasonable doubt, every material 
allegation in the indictment, and unless 
that hae been done, the jury should find 
the defendant not guilty. It is not incum- 
bent upon the defendant to prove that 
Louisia Luetgert is alive, or her where- 
abouts, or what became of her. If it is 
possible for you to reconcile the facts in 
this case upon any reasonable theory con- 
Sistent with the innocence of the defend- 
ant, it is your duty to do so and find him 
not guilty. 


As to the Law in the Case. 


“You are instructed, as a matter of law, 
that if you believe from the evidence be- 
yond a reasonable doubt that the defend- 
ant assaulted and killed Louisa Luetgert 
as charged, under the circumstances show- 
ing no considerable provocation, but show- 
ing an ahandoned and malignant heart on 
the part of the defendant and a total disre- 
8ard of human life, then the law pro- 
nounces such killing to be murder, and a 
jury must so find; it matters not that sucn 
ev.dernce is circurastantial, or made up from 
facts and circumstances, provided the jury 
believe that such facts and circumstances, 
PO nting to the defendant's guilt, have been 
Proved, so that from a consideration ‘of 
all the evidence in the case there is no 
reasonable doubt in the mind of the jury 
€@8 to the guilt of the defendant. Direct 
and positive testimony is not necessary to 
Prove the intent. It may be inferred from 
facts and circumstances shown by the 
evidence,

RIOT WAS NARROWLY AVERTED 


Police Forced To Club “the Crowds 
About the Courthosse. 


Chicago, October 18.—The crowd which 
surrounded the criminal court building anda 
jail at Aight surpassed in number anything 
witnessed since the opening of the famous 
Luetgert trial. By dark the street in 
front of the court building was jammed and 
the crowd surged around the corner in 
front of the jail. 

Men, women and children lined the pave- 
ments in front of the Michigan street en- 
trance and the line extended to Dearborn 
avenue on the east and North Clark street 
on the west. The tops of the three-story 
buildings across the street from the court 
building had crowds of specrators and every 
window in the structures facing the build- 
ing had its occupants. 

Whistles and jeers and cat calls—in fact, 
noises of all kinds, emanated from the mul- 
titude and kept the crowds up in the court- 
rooms much amused. 

Bets on His Convictiox. 

Deputy sheriffs guarded the entrance to 
the building and denicd admission .except 
to a comparatively favored few. Sheriff 
Pease late in the evening issued an order 
to keep the crowd out of the building, as a 
demonstration somewhat violent in its na- 
ture was feared when the verdict was re- 
ceived.

But three women graced the assemblage 
by their presence, in very strong contradis- 
tinction to the crowd of females during the 
day. Cigars were indulged in by those 
Waiting in the courtroom for the verdict 
and the room was soon filled with thick 
smoke. 

All sorts of opinions were expressed as to 
the probable verdict of the jury, and a few 
bets were made at olds of 6 to 40 that 
Luetgert would be convicted.

About half-past 9 o’clock the crowds in 
Michigan street were augmented by overa 
score of men from the vicinity of Luet- 
gert’s sausage factory on Hermitage ave- 
nue and Diversy street. They were asser- 
tive and unruly and demanded admission 
to the court building. This Was refused 
them, but they were so persistent that 
word. was sent upstairs. 

sne deputies at the door fearing a rush 
for admission had word telephoned to the 
East Chicago avenue police station for 
more officers. The altercation drew a 
crowd which quickly choked the entrance. 
Tho police on duty were entirely incapable 
of handling the crowd. Captain Hoffman, 
of the East Chicago avenue station, sent a 
patrol wagon filled with officers to the 
scene on a “hurry up” run. 

Police Use Their Clubs. 

When the officers reached the building 
they drew their clubs, and, aided by a 
score of deputy sheriffs, quickly collected 
in the building and drove the crowd back. 
The friends of Luetgert had by‘ this time 
been re-enforced by about 200 other people 
from the crowds. 

But they retreated after « few vigorous 
applications of the clubs. The mob took up 
a stand near the middle of the street and 
jeered the police whi.e small boys with 
tin horns aGded their quota to the discord 
which swelled from the deep-lunged would- 
be rioters who loudly proclaimed their 
right to enter the building.

Another ganz at- 
tacked the central part of the city, first 
murdering the magistrate who

New York Politicians Not Pleased with 
Outside Interference. 


DOZENS OF MEETINGS HELD 


Tracy Speaks at Clermont Avenue 
Rink in Brooklyn. 


MAYOR STRONG {S HELPING SETH LOW 


Perry Belmont Addresses Large Vem- 
ocratic Meeting at the Acad- 
emy of Music. 


New York, October 18—Dozers cf meei- 
ings were held torfght in the boroughs 
making Up the new city of New York. 

General Tracy, the :epubiican eandidate 
for mayor, was the principal speaker ai 
the Clermont avenue rink, Brookiyn. He 
dwelt on the interest and importance of the 
campaign, than’ which none greater had 
ever come before the people of ‘this coun- 
try. General Tracy referred to his personal 
friendship for Mr. Low, which he hoped 
weuid continue. All he charged him ‘with 
was a mistake of judgment and want’ of 
political wisdom. 

“If,” said General Tracy, “I thought it 
necessary to antagonize the party in order 
to secure good government, 1 would sooner 
thrust my hand in the burning flame than 
proclaim myself a republican.’’ 

The concluding address was delivered by 
Senator John M. Thurston. of Nebraska, 
who reiterated his statements made at 
former meetings. 

There was a large and very cnthusilastic 
crowd at a Henry George meeting, which 
was held at the Lexington avenue opera 
house. Mr. George made a speech, intro 
ducing ex-Postmaster Dayton, who was 
cheered. 

After stating that he stood on the prin- 
ciples of Thomas Jefferson, Mr. George 
said he had asked no allegiance from Mr. 
Dayton. They were both opposed to one 
man rule and thought that the reign of the 
earl of New York was over. 

Mr. Dayton made.a long address, attack- 
ing Tammany Hall and “‘Crokerism.” 

Mayor Strong spoke tonight at a Seth 
Low mass meeting in the Murray Hill 
lyceum. He said: 

“There has been some little row kickea 
up over the efforts of the president of the 
borough of Nebraska to tell us who we 
shall elect as our first mayor. Now, Mr. 
Thurston is a very nice man, but I dont 
think that New Yorkers need his assistance 
in telling them for whom to vote. When 
this great city feels like reaching out ana 
taking in Nebraska as one of its boroughs 
then it will be time enough for Mr. Thurs- 
ton ta tell us for whom we shall vote. 

“The same may be said of the gentleman 
from Ohio. Now I am an Ohioan, and 1 
am also proud of Senator Foraker. He i» 
a noble fellow and a splendid republican, 
but for all that, he can’t c@me here ana 
tell us that if we don’t vote for the man he 
thinks should be elected that We are no. 
good republicans.” 

Seth Low spoke tonight at the Masonic 
temple in Brooklyn. He saidin the course 
of his remarks: 

‘We have senators from Nebraska, Lou- 
isiana and Ohio, and I don’t know what 
other states are coming here to tell us 
whom we people of New York should vote 
for, telling us we ought to elect our mayo! 
and other officers because of some effect it 
is‘gding to have out in Louisiaz.a, Neweas- 
ka or in Ohio. Is that home rule? It 
doesn’t seem to me it is.’ 

Perry Belmont was the principal speaker 
at a democratic meeting in the Academy 
of Music. Brooklyn, tonight. The 2,500 per- 
sons present enthusiastically applauded the 
name of Robert A. Van Wyck, democratic 
candidate tor mayor. Henry Georges 
name was met with applause, while hisses 
greeted the mention of Seth Low.

Surgeon General Bates Passes Away 
in Washington. 
Washington, October 18.—Surgeon General 
Newton L. Bates,’ of the navy, the presi- 
dent’s family physician, died at the Shore- 
ham hotel at haif-past 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing. He was appointed Surgeon General 
about two weeks ago to succeed Surgevun 
General Tryon, and was obliged, on ac- 
count of the illness which finally resuited 
in his death, to take the oath of office in 
bed. His illness at this time was not re- 
garded as serious. He entered the navy 
from New York state in June, lisol, and 
prior to his appointment as surgeon gen- 
eral was a medical director with the rela- 
tive rank of captain and was on duty at 
the naval museum in hygiene in this city. 
In 1863 Surgeon General Bates was as- 
signed to the Mississippi squadron. From 
Ist4 to 1867 he served at the New York 
naval laboratory, after which he was at- 
tached to the Portsmouth, the Swatara, the 
Miantonoman and the Pawnee. Later he 
Was fieece surgeon of the south Aflantic 
station from 1873 to 1876, and subsequently 
ot the European station. He was intimate- 
ly acquainted with President McKinley. 
He accompanied the president on most of 
the journeys from Washington made since 
the inauguration. He leaves a widow, who 
was a M.ss Bache, of Brooklyn, a daughter 
of Medica) Director Bache, of the navy. 


ADMIRAL WORDEN IS DEAD. 


Commander of the Monitor Dies in 
Washington City. 
Washington, October 18.—Admiral John 
L. Worden, retired, died in this city today. 
He commanded the Monitor at the time of 
its engagement with the Merrimac at 
Hampton Roads during the late war. in 
1886 he was retired with the full rank and 
pay of an admiral, the only instance of the 
kind on record. .He also received the 
thanks of congress for his gallantry in 

the war.

Admiral Worden’s Geath. He was eighty 
years of age, and up to last Saturday was 
in very good health. y. 

Admiral Worden was one of the few re- 
maining heroes of that oid reginie which 
made the United States navy .so.glorious 
in its achievements. For nearly two-thirds 
of a century he was a naval officer, having 
been appointed a midshipman from Fish- 
kill, Dutchess county, New York, January

across the grave. In hi pocket was found 
a notebook. On-the cevér was written the 
name “Sangiska Wittstadt,” and a Brook- 
lyn address. The tomb stone at the head 
of the grave, over which the body of-the 
woman was lying, contained the name 
“Wittstadt.” The woman was seen to cn- 
ter the cemetery about noon but her body 
was not discovered until 2 o’clock. 

The man was evidently a German. In 
his pocket was a postal card addressed to 
Philip Held, New York, which is supposed 
to be the suicide’s name. 


A MERCHANT KILLS TWO MEN. 


Sid Williams Uses a Shotgun on Ep- 
person and Brewer. 

Knoxville, Tenn., October 18.—(Special.)— 
Reports reached here today of a terrible 
fight which occurred Saturday afternoon 
{in Hancock county near the Kentucky line 
and about twenty-five miles from any rail- 
road. 

Sid Williams, a country merchant, shot 
and killed William Epperson and wounded 
Milam Brewer, who died later. 

The three men became invulved in a quar- 
rel in Williams’s store and both assaulted 
Williams. He secured a shotgun and fired 
both barrels.

BEATEN WITH HIS OWN PISTOL. 


Three-Cornered Street Fight Results 
in Wounding of Three Men. 
Hot Springs, Ark., October i18.—C. H. 
Johnson, a prominent druggist, is at the 
point of death, Sam, Watt, a butcher, is 
in a dangerous condition, and his brother, 
Will Watt, badly wounded as the re- 
sult of a terrible three-cornered street 
fight in whieh the three men engaged about 

10 o’clock this morning. 

The Watt brothers and Johnson did bus- 
iness on the same street near each other. 
This morning Johnson called Sam Watt 
in front of his drug store and asked him 
if he had made certain derogatory remarks 
corcerning hig business. Upon Watt re- 
plying in the affirmative, Johnson drew a 
3s-caliber revolver from his pocket and 
opened fire on Watt. 

Will Watt came to his brother’s rescue 
and wrenchcd the revolver from John- 
son’s hand. A rough and tumble fight en- 
sued, in which Johnson was beaten over 
the head with his own revolver until he 
lay unconscious upon the pavement. His 
skull was fractured in two places an¢ Le 
¢: stained internal injuries. He cannot re- 
cover. Sam Watt was shot and dangerous- 
ly wounded and his brotner was badly 
bruised up. 

All of the parties are prominent. The 
fight occurred at the junction of Whitting- 
ton and Central avenues, one of the busiest 
parts of the city, and created much excite- 
ment,

As has been intimated in specials from 
Lere for a week past, a disease resembling 
yellow fever has prevailed in the first ward 
of the city for more than a month. The 
prysicians have treated it for malarial 
fever, believing it came from the miasma 
arising from the river, which has been un- 
usually low. 

For several days the public has been 
pretty well convinced it was yellow fever, 
and several thousand people have ieft the 
city. 

Several thonsand others will iikely 'eave 
as quickly as the trains will carry them. 

To a layman, it appears that the board 
of health, backed my nine-tenths of the 
physicians, has sadly misconceived the 
whole situation. All of the physicians ex- 
cepting four or five have diagnosed the 
disease to be something else than yellow 
fever. 

These four or five doctors, Bragg, Wood, 
Bibb, Jackson and probably Dr. Naftel, 
have advised their patients and friends for 
some days that the disease was yellow 
fever, but withheld, on account of medical 
ethics, to take issue in a public utterance 
with the board. 

The physicians have been in almost con- 
stant session since last Friday, and the 
city has been in a furor since then. Dr. 
Sanders, state health officer, reached here 
on Saturday. He joined with the board 
Saturday night in assuring the. public no 
traces of yellow fever had beétn fvund 
among the patients examined. 

Last night the health officer and the 
board bulletined the people that no case of 
yellow fever had been found, but that two 
cases examined required further investiga- 
tion—those of Rev. Street and Mr. Graydon. 

The Illness of White. 

Nine or ten days ago Patrick White, a 
young lawyer, son of the late Joseph M. 
White, and who is universally known and 
liked here, was taken sick. His physicians 
did not consider his case suspicious, and did 
not report it to the board. 

It was not reported today, when upon 
examination it was found to be a typical 
case of yellow fever. Great apprehension 
is felt lest Montgomery may have the same 
experience that Ocean Springs had, the 
disease to be found to be epidemic simulta- 
neously with the discovery of the frst 
typical case. 

The board says in its bulletin announcing 
the two cases of fever: 

“There are a few suspicious cases under 
ofservation.”’ The average citizen tonight 
believes there are a score of yellow fever 
c: ses in the city. The physiciens will not 
confess as much, however. 

The city council tonight adjourned the 
schools until after the disease has abated, 
end ordered the first ward, in which the 
Cirease appears to be confined, to be disin- 
fected. The city is in almost perfect sani- 
tary condition, and this fact, together with 
the indications of frost at an early date, 
furrishes some consolation to the people 
here.

Two Lives Were Lost in the Burning 
of Historic Windsor. 

Windsor, N. 8. October 18.—The com- 
plete extent of the disaster to the town of 
‘Windsor was not fully disclosed until this 
morning, when the fire had pretty well 
spent itself. 

In all the fire-swept district only the 
courthouse, custom house and Mounces ho- 
tel stand intact. All the other buildings 
were swept to the ground as if cut down 
by an enemy’s battery. The vaults of 
the Commercial bank, the Halifax Bank- 
ing Company and the postoffice have stool 
the severe fire test. The People’s bank 
vault has not fared so well. The door is 
somewhat warped and it is feared that 
papers and valuables have been destroyed.

FOREST FIRES IN NEW YORE.

Scrambling from his horse, 
Bullard confronted his antagonist and in 
the struggle that followed the staff was 
broken, Bullard securing “one ptece of it, 
and using it to repel the onslaughts of 
Altman, In the meanwhile backing toward 
his house and shouting wildly for his gun. 

Bullard's little daughter, Katy, eight 
years old, heard her father’s cries. Snatch- 
ing up the weapon she ran near to him 
and laying it down within his reach, ran 
away to some distance. 

Bullard seized the gun and fired one bar- 
rel at Altman, etriking but not disabling 
him. Altman SS in before the other 
barrel could be @sed and Bullard crushed 
his skull with the stock. 

Sixty days after his death, zealous sup- 
porters of the prosecutien, disinterred Alt- 
man’s body, cut off the heard and pruduced 
the ghostly member in court. 

The skull showed low down on the ocei- 
pital bone a perforation, which, it was 
contended, was caused by a bullet from 
Bullard’s gun and which experts declared 
would have producediinstant paralysis and 
speedy death. Hence, it was argued, the 
gunshot wound was fatal to Altman an 
the subsequent blow with the clubbed gun, 
atrocious and murderous, 

The coroner and physician at the post- 
mortem testified there was no such wound 
in the head when Altman was examined. 
The fact that the body was secretly. ex- 
humed went against the prosecution's evy- 
idence on this line.

AUTONOMY WON’T END THE WAR 


Public Offices. 

Matanzas, Cuba, via Key West, Fla., Oc- 
tober 18.—The business element here in Ha- 
vana and elsewhere seems to have arrived 
at the conclusion that the Madrid govern- 
ment cannot end the war on the basis of 
autonomy to Cuba, as there are not enough 
loyalists among the autonomists to hold 
public office. 

At least that is the claim the canserva- 
tive Spaniards make. In addition the lat- 
ter express the belief that the autonomists, 
even if they were placed in power, would 
not be able to preserve peace and protect 
gfe and property from the lawless ele- 
ments. 

In view of this condition of affairs a 
number of prominent merchants and sugar 
planters of Spanish origin, fn conjunction 
with several Cubans of prominence, have 
been holding secret meetings and corre- 
sponding with people in various parts of 
the island with the object of ascertaining 
the views of the commercial and planting 
community in Pinar del Rio, Havana, Ma- 
tanzas aygd Santa Clara provinces, as to 
the future for Cuba most likely tu further 
their interests and those of the island in 
general. 

It {is expected that the majority of the 
replies will be favorable to annexation of 
Cuba to the United States, as the Wash- 
ington government alone, apparently, is 
able to guarantee peace in Cuba and the 
protection of life and property. 

As soon as it is ascertained that the 
sentiment of the persons appealed to is 
in favor of annexation, a committee will 
be sent to the United States with instruc- 
tions to lay the case of Cuba clearly be- 
fore business men of prominence in the 
United States and ask the iatter to unite 
with the business men of Cuba in a pe- 
tition to the Washington government re- 
questing the United States, in view of the 
failure of the conservatives to suppress the 
insurrection by forceof arms and point- 
ing out the. impossibility of the liberals 
ending the war and abolishing an autono- 
mous form of government, to bring about 
the annexation of Cuba to the United 
States.

Police Believe There Was Strychnine 
in Whisky She Drank—Maa

Late last night a woman lay on a cot 
in the Grady hospital at the point of death, 
the physicians despairing of her life, and in 
a cell a young man was stretched upon 
an iron bunk, who was under arrest upon 
suspicion of having been instrumental in 
causing the woman’s condition.

NOTE OF FAREWELL 


Columbus Man Goes Away from Home 
To Commit Suicide.. 


SENT LETTER TO HIS BROTHER 


Declared He Preferred Death To Be- 
ing Proscuted by Enemies. 


HE HAD BEEN CHARGED WITH ARSON 


Case Against Him Was To Have Come 
Up in Opelika Thursday, but 
He Won’t Be There. 


Columbus, Ga., October 18.—(Special.)—J. 
D. Thomas, a well-known citizen, is miss- 
ing and his friends and relatives think that 
he has committed suicide. 

So strong is their belief that he has end- 
ed his life in the waters of the Chatta- 
hoochee that his brother, A. P. Thomas, 
has offered a reward of $100 for the re- 
covery of his body. 

Beforé disappearing, Thomas, who has re- 
sided on East Highlands, left a note with 
a neighbor, Dick Jarvis, asking him to de- 
liver it to his brother several hours later. 
When opened the letter was found to be 
a message to the effect that the writer 
had committed § suicide. Thomas was 
traced to the lower wagon bridge over the 
Chattahoochee river. His hat was found 
on the river bank near that point, but 
diligent search has failed to find the body. 

The noite read as follows: 

“Killed by lying. No home, no friends, 


no future, no character, I will not endure . 
, ed that { can neither be calied a wife just 
{ now nor a singie lady. 


a repetition of what I have endured. I 
am not fleeing from justice, bu: going 
where I can get it. When the public gaze 
of cur.osity traces these lines the fingers 
that penned them will be moldering in a 
watery grave. Would like to have kissed 
my wife, but alas! DAVIS.”’ 

Thomas, who ts a member of one of the 
city’s best-known families, has been in 
trouble recently, and the theory of his 
friends is that his mind became unbalanced 
from brooding over his troubles. He was 
to have been tried at Opelika this week on 
the charge of arson. 

Some time ago he and J. J. Alred, a Lee 
county farmer, had a dispute over a land 
line. Afterwards some one se fire to 
Alred’s barn, and Alred accused Thomas of 
the crime, saying that he saw him run 
away from the burning building. Thomas 
claimed that he had no hand in the attempt 
and made an explanation to account for 
his presence there. Alred prosecuted him. 
Thomas gave bond, and the case was to 
have come up this week. This is not the 
first fime he has been in trouble recently. 
Thomas is survived by a family.

You have beat 
me and nearly killed me. 

The man was placed under arrest and the 
wcman was sent to Tyner’s drug store, 
where her head was dressed by two physi- 
cians. 

Officer Has Some Trouble. 

In the meantime Call Officer Cornett had 
been telephoned for by neighbors, whv 
heard the woman screaming. When he 
reached the scene he took charge of the man 
and Patrolman McCullough oegan an inves- 
tigation of the case. 

In the meantne Mrs. Gilmer was at the 
drug store. Later she was sent to the po- 
lice barracks In a carriage and was taken 
into the captain’s office, where she was 
interviewed by Captain Thompson. She 
said that Hahoney was entirely innocent 
and that no person had struck her. 

Captain Thompson first heard the state- 
ments of the officers, which were made in 
the presence of Mrs. Gilmer. They stated 
that Mrs. Gilmer conducted a _ boarding 
house at No. 64 Forsyth street; that some of 
the lady boarders stated that Mrs. Gilmer 
was alone downstairs when the door bell 
rang, and shortly afterwards they heard 
some one fall; then Mrs. Gilmer screamed.

Mr. Mahoney gave his version of the 
affair to the reporter. He said he regret- 
ted more than words could tell the matter 
gaining such publicity and wished for the 
lady’s sake tpat nothing would be sa‘d 
abeut it. He said he had boarded with 
Mrs. Gilmer when he was in Macon and 
did not kr.ow she was in Atlanta until 
he arrived wSiere yesterday. He called to 
see her last night, ahd after he had talk- 
ed to her for a few moments, she got up 
and excused herself. He heard her screams 
upstairs and also heard another woman 
scream at the same time. She came down 
stairs and told him she was hurt and 
wanted to go to a drug store or see a doc- 
tor. He started out with her when ihe 
policeman arrested him. 

“Tt do not know how Mrs. Gilmer got 
hurt,”’ said Mr. Mahon@y. ‘“‘When I asked 
her she told me to hush and gagwith her 
quick and get a doctor. I have always 
known Mrs. Gilmer to be a perfect lady and 
I am sorry she has been treated this way.” 

‘Have you any idea who it was that 
struck her?” he was asked. 

“No, I cannot tell. I did see a negro pass 
through the house shortly after she 
screamed.”’ 

Mr. Mahoney was given a copy of charges 
and released.

The Sun’s reply, and the character of 
it was what every one expected. It was 
an open and unblushing confession of 
insincerity and hypocrisy. In refer- 
ence to Mr. Gorman’s offer to step down 
and out if The Sun would lend its sup- 
port to democratic success, the editor 
declares that he will do no such thing, 
thereby admitting that he has been abus- 
ing Senator Gorman merely as a blind 
with which to cover up his opposition to 
democratic principles. The Sun declares 
in effect that it has its own views, and 
that they are more important than dem- 
ocratic success. 

In other words, The Sun proposes to 
go the whole hog on currency contrac- 
tion and free trade—which last is mere- 
ly a secondary consideration, it being 
perfectly willing to support the republi- 
can protectionists in return for curren- 
cy contraction.

POINTS BY THE WAY. 


“The Battle of Franklin,” which has just 
been ixsued in the form af a monograph by 
General J. B. Cox, calls up a dramatic 
incident which came at the Uniied States 
Military academy at West Point several 
years ago. 

It has long been a question of contro- 
versy as to wheiher ‘tJeneral J. B.° Hood 
should ever have engaged the federals in 
battle at this point, and that confederate 
commander has been severely censured 
both by his brother officers and those on 
the union side, although General Cox in 
his recent book treats the dashing south- 
erner with a courteous latitude. 

In the course of study for the first class 
at West Point it is not often that engage- 
ments of the civil war are taken up for 
discussion. During the term usually one 
of the decisive battles is up and every de- 
tail of the fight treated of in the most 
scientific way. 

It was the class of '95 which teok up the 
battle of Franklin. In this body was 
Cadet Hood, the son of the great confeder- 
ate whose daring dash and reckless maneu- 
vering had brought on the unfortunate en- 
gagement. For this reason to the young 
man’s classmates the battle was of more 
than ordinary interest, and they entered 
into its discussion with great enthusi- 
asm. 

Bach cadet was assigned a certain feature 
to discuss, and as the subjects were given 
out they would rise, assume the position of 
the soldier, and with prompt precision 
would tell what they knew and state their 
own ideas of the matter. 

The discussion, of the battle was nearly 
finished when the instructor called out: 
“he failure of the confederate plan, and 
the mistakes of General J. B. Hood— 
Cadet Hood."’ 

There was no unseemly excitement in the 
room, but the eyes of the men in the sec- 
tion were fixed on the young soldier who 
arose quickly and began a logical discus- 
Sion of the great battle, telling of the 
Situation prior to the attack and calling 
attention to what in his mind were the 
mistakes of his father. 

It was a scene full of dramatic force. It 
had been previously demostrated in the 
section that the battle of Franklin was 
the turning point in the war. Young Hood 
went through the ordeal without wavering, 
and scored the highest average on his 
reply. 

Hood, by the way, when assignments 
were made after graduation, was placed at 
Fort McPherson as “an additional,’ and 
would have been stationed in Atlanta last 
year, but resigned his commission and 
went to Central America on an engineering 
expedition. 
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Judge Turner, principal keeper of the 
penitentiary, brought up a peculiar speci- 
men of an aerolite from Putnam county 
yesterday. This meteoric stone possesses 
the queer quality of having wonderful co- 
hesive foree. It came down to earth in 
rather a reckless manner, as Henry T. 
Dennis, a well-known farmer near Eaton- 
ton, can testify. 

It was while Dennis was at work in his 
cotton field last week. He was picking 
away at the fleecy staple and was about 
to ‘“‘knock off’’ for the noon hour. Sud- 
denly there was a shrill shriek which re- 
sembled the flight of a shell through the air. 
Being an old soidier, Dennis for the mo- 
ment thought of the strange similarity in 
sound, when a sudden explosion scarcely 
five yards away caused him to perform 
several athletic feats. The dirt was blind- 
ing and the shock sent him reeling over 
the cotton rows. The thought of cannon- 
ading disappeared and he imagined that 
a daynamite bomb had been tossed at 
him. 

Regaining his composure, the farmer dis- 
covered that a cavity had been made in 
the ground nearly three feet deep. Much 
mystified, he procured a hoe, dug down, 
and the result was the specimen of meteor- 
ite which Judge Turner displayed yester- 
day. 

The stone was disk-shaped and only six 
inches in circumference. It was made. up 
of a granular material; seemingly silica. 
On the edges the meteoric stone was sea- 
shell pink, toning down in the center to a 
celor almost deep red. 

The stone was broken in half, and the 
queerest feature is the attraction one half 
has for the other. In itself it possesses 
none of the qualities of magnetic or hema- 
tite, but for its own particles it has the 
strongest magnetic force. When the halves 
are placed together it requires some effort 
to separate them. Judge Turner will have 
the stone examined by an expert. 


It is probable that within the next year 
a textile department will be added to the 
Georgia School of Technology. 

On its face insignificant, this statement 
means much and tells of the beginning of 
what will be the most significant move- 
ment in the south. For a number of years 
the trustees of this institution have had 
in mind the extension of their work to 
broader grounds. In his address before the 
echool on a commencement occasion, seve- 
ral months ago, Major J. F. Hanson called 
attention to the necessity of the develop- 
ment of the textile industry in this section 
and insisted that the Georgia School of 
Technology was the place to begin. 

Last year the idea was taken up in 
Charleston, and then came the question as 
to where the school should be located. It 
was agreed that Atlanta was in the most 
centra] position, and after discussion unan- 
imous opinion pointed to Atlanta as the 
place. For a time there was agitation in 
Augusta and an attempt was made to es- 
tablish a school of this nature, but it 
passed over. 

Now the trustees of the School of Tech- 
nology have taken the question up, and 
it will not be many months before there 
will be am important addition. With a 
small appropriation from the state, the 
school can be established and a work with 
results of untold value begun. 

‘*T would like to see the time,”’ said Pres- 
ident N. EB. Harris, “when the whole cot- 
ton crop of the south could be manufactur- 
ed right here within our boundaries. Kven- 
tually this will be @one. A wonderful im- 
petus in this direction will be the estab- 
lishment of the textile department at the 
Technological school. The object of the 
trustees will be to insist upon this move- 
ment as strongly as possible.’’ 


Mr. George L. Bell. who for the past four 
years has been one of the assistant United 
States district attorneys of the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia, has logated permanently in 
Atlanta, having brought his family from 
Gainesville. Mr. Bell will continue in the 
position he has filled so satisfactorily, hav- 
ing been appointed by District Attorney 
Angier as one of his assistants, Mr. W. L. 
Massey being the other. 

Mr. Bell is the son of Colonel H. P. Bell, 
of Forsyth county. one of the most promi- 
nent lawyers in Georgia, and an ex-repre- 


sentative in congress from the ninth dis--. 


trict. He has been several times a mem- 
ber of the general assembly from Forsyth 
county, removing afterwards to Gainesville 
on his appointment as assistant district at- 
torney. 

He finds it more convenient to make his 
home in Atlanta, and has accordingly lo- 
cated here. During his official residence in 
Atlanta he has made many friends here, 
who will be delighted to know that he has 
decided to become a citizen of Atlanta. 
‘Mr. Bell has made a splendid record as as- 
sistant to the district attorney, and it I!s 
a source of much gratification among the 
members of the bar that he has been re- 
tained.

quent lynchings in this ard other states. 
Most of them have failed to state the real 
facts to the satisfaction of the law-abiding 
pecple, 

The facts are our courts have postponed 
and put off trials from time to time at great 
cost and injustice to the taxpayers and 
detriment to society, until confidence in the 
execution of judgment on violaters of the 
law is lost in the judges. The judges have 
brought it about by eterngl delay and pro- 
crastinations, until the people have become 
impatient. ! 

By unwritten law, members of the legal 
fraternity are expected to defend violators 
of law, for which they are paid by their 
clients. 

Judges, or courts, as they are called,. 
are the servants of the people and not 
the people the servants of the court. They 
are paid by the taxpayers to see that he 
who does not obey the law has a speedy 
and just trial. 

Our statutes grant it. 

The people demand it. 

The love of virtue, good government and 
progressive civilization calls for it. 

The good book teaches us that the law 
shall be speedily enforced. Ezra vii, 26, you 
will fing these words: “‘An@ whosoever will 
not do the law of the God and the law of 
the king, let judgment be executed speed- 
ily upon him.’’ Then, Ecclesiastes vii, 11. 
reads: ‘‘Because sentence against an evil 
work is not executed speedily, therefore the 
heart of the sons of men is fully set in 
them to do evil.” In every instance the 
stress Is on the word speedily. 

That we are a law-abiding people there 
is no doubt, and if our judges will act so 
as to regain the confidence of the people, 
assuring them of fair and speedy trials and 
execution of judgment, then there will 
never again be a lynching in Georgia. 

But if our wives and daughters are to be 
protected from brutal violence by lynch 
law, perhaps the wrong.set of men are be- 
ing lynched. If the signs of the times do 
not deceive us we are now living uncer a 
court oligarchy.

NOTES FROM THE CAPITOL. 


The railroad commission will hold its 
next meeting on October 27th, at which 
time a number of interesting cases will 
be brought before the commissioners. 

The board of trade of Dawson, Ga., has 
filed a complaint of discrimination in rates 
from Atlanta to that place against Daw- 
son in favor of Americus. This will prob- 
ably prove to be a very interesting case. 

George C. Smith, president and general 
manager of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad, hag made application to the com- 
mission to @¢ompel railroads to maintain 
established rates in order to have rule 30 
applied. It seems that the Macon and 
Birmingham complained that the Atlanta 
and West Point was not compiying with 
this rule on certain freight and the At- 
lanta and West Point answered by claim- 
ing that the case complained of was where 
the rate had been cut. The application of 
Mr. Smith, if granted, will make a change 
in the rule. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company 
has made application to discontinue its 
office at Fayettville, claiming that the ex- 
penses of the office are greater than the 
gross receipts. 

These are the most important cases to 
be heard by the commission on the 27th. 


State School Commissioner Glenn received 
his annual report from the printer yester- 
day. The report is one of the largest and 
most complete that have ever been pub- 
lished by the educational department of 
the state. It contains 419 pages. 

Special attention has been given to bring- 
ing to the fngmt the necessity of a better 
rural school system and a great amount 
of space is devoted to this subject. Com- 
missioner Glenn believes that the rural 
schools should be improved and advanced 
and that a system the equal of that in 
the cities should be established. In his 
report he lays stress on this point. The 
report also contains a great amount of 
statistical information about the country 
schools. This matter will prove invaluable 
and was prepared at a great expenditure 
of labor. 


The supreme court yesterday completed 
the Chattahaochee circuit and this morn- 
ing will take up the Pataula circuit, be- 
ginning with case No. 2. On account of 
the sickness of attorneys and the post- 
ponement of several cases the court was 
abie to finish the Chattahoochee circuit.

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When the annual reports of the railroads 
of Georgia were being prepared the com- 
mission, as is usual, addressed a letter to 
Receiver Smith, of the Indian Spring and 
Flovilla railroad, asking that he /fur- 
nish the earnings of the road for the year 
in order that they might be published in 
the report. 

In answer to thig a letter was received 
stating that it would be impossible for 
such information to be furnished on ac- 
count of the fact that it was not in hand. 
The letter stated that W. C. Hale, who 
had been in charge of the road, had taken 
possession of the books, papers and ac- 
counts before departing and that no one 
had any idea where they were. 

The tetter intimates that the only thing 
left by Hale was the roadbed and the 
rolling stock. One sentence is as follows: 
“The only evidence of assets he left be- 
hind, so far as we are advised, except the 
rolling stock, was one insolvent bond.”’

Widow Sues the Atlanta and West 
Point for $25,000 Damages. 


TRAIN KILLED HER HUSBAND

He Was Run Down and Killed Last 
February While Walking to His 
Home in East Point.

The suit for $25,000 damages brought 
against the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
réad by Mrs. Mary H. Guerry, the widow 
of S. F. Guverry, vwho was killed ty a nus- 
serger train of the railroad, was taken 
up yesterday morning in the iirst division 
of the city court before Judge Reid, and 
at the hour of adjournment, tne wisness3es 
for the plaintiff were still testifying. The 
cise will be resumed this morning at 9 
o'clock and present indications show that 
the case may continue through = several 
days. 

Mr. Guerry was forty-two years of age 
and it is shown that he had an expectan- 
cy of life of twenty-six years. He was 
etruck by an outgoing passenger train in 
last February when he was almost in 
sight of home. At the time he was living 
in East Point anJ was crossing the double 
tracks of the railroad at a crossing just 
this side of the passenger depot. 

The petition, which was filed by Attor- 
neys Arnold & Arnold, states the road was 
negligent in allowing; its trains to be run 
at the rate of forty miles an aour. It is 
shown in the petition inat the train which 
killed Mr Guerry was more than an hour 
behind its scheduled time and consequently 
Mr. Guerry was not expecting the train at 
that time. It 1s also alleged that no whistle 
was blown and that the engineer was in 
full view of Mr. Guerry for a .listance in 
which it was possible for the train to be 
stopped. The plaintiffs claim no visible ef- 
fort was made by the engineer to stop the 
train, 


The double tracks were doubtless :he ciuse | 


of Mr. Guerry’s death, as he’«v.dentiy was 
looking at a freight which was coming in- 
to the city on the right hand track. The 
passenger train approached on the left 
hand track and he was run down and 


. knocked into the air. 


The engineer on the incoming freight 
was a witness to the accident from the cab 
of his engine and he’ will probably testify 
today. Many witnesses have been sworn 
and the case has a peculiar interest on ac- 
count of the prominence of Mr. Guerry and 
his family and the large amount of damages 
which have been asked for. 

No testimony has yet been introduced by 
the road, as the plaintiffs have not yet 
finished their evidence. The road will make 
a sirong fight to show that it was not neg- 
ligent and that the accident was the result 
of an uniortunate, yet unavoidable chain 
of circumstances.

Ownership of Electric Plant Came Up 
Before Council Yesterday. 


COUNCIL’S ACTION WAS UNANIMOUS 


Mr. Inman Talks Interestingly and 


Says Discussion of Question Is 
Public Instead of Personal. 


ae 


The following resolution, introduced by 
Alderman Jos¢ph Hirsch, was unanimous- 
ly adopted by the council at its meeting 
yesterday afternoon: 

Resolved, That the mayor appoint a 
committee of seven, consistirg of three 
members from the council, one from tha 
aldermanic board and three from repre- 
sentative citizens not being members of 
the courcil, for the purpose of investi- 
Eating the feasibility ard desirability 
of municipal ownership and control of 
the cystem of public Ughting: said coni- 
mittee Favirg pcwer to take evidence 
Without cost to the city, and to report 
the resvit of its investieations to the 
council as soon as practicable. 

This brings to a head the proposition that 
the city should own and Operate its own 
lighting plant, and it offers a mutual basis 
for both the advccates an@ the oppon- 
ents of that proposition, for both sides 
have agreed that it will be a good thing 
for the city to investigate as to the merits 
or the demerits of the plan proposed. 

In an interview in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion, Mr. H. M. Atkinson expressed the 
Opinion that he would be glad to have the 
council thoroughly investigate the question. 
He believes that such an investigation will 
demonstrate the truth of his contention 
that it will be unwise for the city to under- 
take to furnish its own lights. On the 
other hand, Mr. H. T. Inman, whose sug- 
gestion that the city secure its own plant, 
brought on the controversy, takes the posi- 
t.on that the city is losing a large amount 
of money by not operating its own plant. 
Mr. Inman expresses himself as highly 
pleased with the action of the council in 
authorizing the appointment of a commit- 
tee. He believes that the investigation of 
the committee will thoroughly demon- 
Strate the strength of his position. 

A Talk with Mr. Inman. 

Concerning the interview of Mr. H. M. 
Atkinson, president of the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, published in yesterday's 
Constitution, Mr. Inman said: 

“I regret to see that Mr. Atkinson is in- 
clined to put this discussion on a personal 
instead of a public basis, where it ought to 
be. I said nothing about Mr. Atkinson 
personally, nor about his company, and I 
am surprised that he should make so much 


ado when his name is not mentioned. He | 


is a good citizen, as every one Knows, but 
it seems strange to me that he should 
jump on a few of us with both Net simply 
because we happen to suy that the city 
should own and operate its own lighting 
system. If it has come to pass that a citi- 
zen and a taxpayer cannot talk about his 
own city without being criticised, then it is 
time to know it.” 

“Mr. Atkinson claims that the figures 
given as your basis in arguing the ad- 
vantages of city ownership and control are 
not correctly estimated. What 
that?’’ 

“Well,”’ replied Mr. Inman, “if that is 
true, how can he be hurt, and why is he 
protesting so loudly? I admit I am not an 
electrical engineer. but I am fairly well 
up in figures, and I do know that $80,000— 
which is the amount Atlanta is paying 
annually for its lighting—is 4-per cent on 
2,000,000 of money.” 

‘How about your estimate of building a 
plant far $300,000, which Mr. Atkinson says 
cannot be done?” 

“T have had no estimate made,” said’Mr. 
Inman, “but Mr. C. B. Harmon, who was 
chairman of the committee which made the 
present contract for street lighting, told 
me that his committee had estimated to 
build a plant for the city for $300,000. That 
was more than two years ago, and we all 
know there has been great reduction in 
prices and improvements in machinery 
since that time. In addition to this, the 
city already owns the land at the reservoir 
pumping station on which there is now a 
splendid plant, with an equipment of such 
capacity that it would only require a mod- 
erate increase to make it serve the purpose 
of a supplying plant from which the City 
should receive its light. The city already 
has its own water system and the station 
has its chief engineer and assistants. The 
city has an electrical expert whose services 
could be used. Possibly it would be neces- 
sary to engage some additional help at the 
plant, but what besides this would there 
be, except coal, that would make any great 
increase in the expense of the operation of 
the plant over the amount now expended 
at the pumping station? Of course it can- 
not be done for the same money, but the 
difference in cost would be inconsiderable 
in comparison to tbe great Saving to the 
city.’’ 

In reference to Mr. Atkinson’s proposi- 
tion to sell a majority of the stock of the 
Georgia Electric Light Company to the 
well-known gentleman who spoke favorabiy 
of municipal ownership and control, Mr. 
Inman said: 

“I have taken the position that the city 
ought to own her own lighting plant. 
and hence am nat prepared to be switched 
off by a proposition looking to personal 
speculation; but if I wanted to buy I would 
not wish to purchase an old plant, when 
there has been such great advancement 
in the construction of electrical apparatus, 
with corresponding reduction in prices— 
probably one-half.” 

Mr. Atkinson proposes to sell on the basis 
of cost. But it must be understood that the 
cast of his plant eight or ten years ago 
and the cost now are very different things. 

‘“However.”’ continued Mr. Inman, “‘l 
will not be drawn into a persona] discus- 
sion with Mr. Atkinson. T do not expect to 
convince him, and this is a public and not 
matter. He has a contract 
with the city which the eity should and 
will faithfully carry out, but when the 
contract expires Mr. Atkinson has no more 
to do with the matter of renewal than any 
other eitizen. If the council sits sill until 
the end of the contract, then it has but 
one thing to do, and that is to renew the 
present arrangements on the best tens 
obtainable. This is exactly what occurred 
two years ago. My idea is to look ahead 
a little and to prepare for the future. Let 
the question be analyzed in all its bearings 
and let us get at the facts. If it can be 
demonstrated to me that my position is 
untenable, there is no man in the city who 
will be quicker to recognize and admit it 
than I will. If. on the other hand, it can 
be demonstrated that the city could save 
from $25,000 to $40,000 a year by operating 
its own plant, then it certainly seems tuo 
me that it would be wise for it to commit 
itself to the effort. In the meantime, noth- 
ing will be lost in arriving at the facts 
and finding out what a new, up-to-date 
lighting plant would cost; that arrange- 
ments the city could obtain as to terms 
of payment; what experience other cities 
have bad in operating their own electrical 
plants, and, indeed, in studyin the ques. 


tion in every possible —— think all 
will agree as to the wisdom-of this course, 


and I am glad to see that even Mr. Atkin-

City Fathers Held a Busy Session at the 
City Hall Yesterday. 


ASSESS ON INSTALLMENT PLAN 


Citizens May Be Given Five or Ten 
Years To Pay for Improvement. 


LAKEWOOD FIGHT AGAIN WHERE IT STARTED 


Councilman Peters Tries To Stop Noisy 
Drays—Auburn Avenue Will Be 
Paved—New Li¢uor Law. 


City courcil held an important meeting at 
the chamber of commerce yesterday after- 
nocn. Much business was disposed of, and 
the session lasted over two ho.irs. Mayor 
Pr6 Tem. Dimmeck was in the chair, and 
all were present except Courcilman Steph- 
ens, who is out of the city. 

A'derman Rice introduced a_ resolution 
zroviding for the arfpoirtment of u com- 
mittee of three members of council to look 
into the advisability and practicability of 
extending the time of payment for sewerage, 
sidewalk and paving assessmetts to be- 
iveen five and ten years. Mr. Rice has 
given this subject mature consideration, and 
has come to the conclusion the present 
system is too hard on the citizens. The 
resolution was adopted. This committee, 
which has not been appointed, will prob- 
ably make a favorable report, and authority 
will heve to be sought from the legislature 
for the change in the shape of a charter 
amer dment. 

Employers Outside of City Limits. 

In pursuance of Councilman Lum pk n’s 
resolution passed severa! weeks ago re- 
questing heads-of atl departments to pre- 
pare a list of employees living outside of 
city limits, the fire and waterworks and 
the school departments rendered their re- 
ports. 

The only employees of the waterworks 
department living outside are the men at 
work at the two pumping stations, who, of 
course, do not come under this rule, and 
J. W. Rapp, chief engineer, and Sandy and 
H. B. Holcomb, who !ive just outside the 
limits near one of the big mains in case of 
an emergency. On motion of Alderman 
Woodward, they were exempted on this ac- 
count. 

Chief Joyner, of the fire department, 
stated there were two men on his force 
living outside when he first entered office, 
but that these were made to conform to 
the law, and none had lived outside since. 
Superintendent Slaton, of the public 
schools, reported none of the employees, so 
far as he knew, lived outside of the limits. 

Must Not Make So Much Noise. 

Councilman Peters introduced a resolu- 
tion providing for the punishment of drivers 
of drays or wagons with loose planks or 
boards proceeding faster than a walk, or 
otherwise making an unnecessary noise. 
The measure was referred to the ordinance 
committee. 

Councilman Culberson introduced a reso- 
lution to revise the numbers of the resi- 
Gences on Whitehall street from Central 
railroad to Gordon street in the seventh 
ward. The measure was passed. 

An ordinance was introduced by Council!- 
man Culberson and referred to the tax com- 
mittee, reducing the license of money iend- 
ers from $100 to $25. 

The report of the electric light commit- 
tee, granting a new franchise to the Siand- 
ard Telephone Company, was unanimously 
adopted 

A resolution fntroduced by Alderman 
Hirsch, providing for the appointment of 
a committee to investigate the advisability 
of municipal control of an electric light 
plant. is referred to in another column. 

The Lakewood Fight Over Again. 

The Lakewood park fight has assumed a 
decidedly peculiar turn. The committee on 
public buildings and grounds rendered its 
report recommending that the Lakewood 
Company be made to pay the $200 rent. and 
give either a $5,000 bond or $4,000 insurance 
in favor of the city. 

The finance committee rendered its report 
also recommending the non-payment vf the 
rent and the giving of both the bond and 
the insurance. The report of the finance 
committee was about to be accepted, when 
Chairman Adamson, of the building and 
grounds committee. stated that if the com- 
pany was required to givé a security bond 
it would cost them more than the rent. 
The whole matter, therefore, was then re- 
ferred back to the finance and Uwuildings 
and grounds committees jointly. 

There will be a joint meeting some timeg 
next week, when a final report will proba- 
bly be agreed on, and presented to coun- 
cil. 
Close the Wholesale Houses. 

Alderman Woodward's ordinance requir- 
ing the wholesale liquor houses to stop 
selling goods on holidays except that ship- 
ped out of the city, and placing them un- 
der the same penalties as the retail dealers, 
was passed without discussion. 

The petiticn of J. Norcross and Hammack 
& Lucas, for the prwilege of renting the 
basement of the Norcross building, corner 
Peachtree ond Marietta streets, for a fruit 
stand, with permission to display goods 
on the. sidewalk, was passed. The matter 
will go to the aldermanic board, and will 
probably meet with sericus opposition. 

Councilman Camp introduced a resolution 
instructing the commissioner of public 
works to notify the Central and Southern 
railroads to repair Peters street crossing. 
The measure was passed, 

The petition of Secretary Brown, of the 
waterworks department, to have a new 
road opened from the river station, was 
passed, and the mayor instructed to exe- 
cute the deed. A bridge will be built in 
the near future over Peachtree creek in 
this locality. 

Auburn Avenue Will Be Paved. 

The fate of Auburn avenue has at last 
been settled. The ordinance providing for 
the paving of this street with sheet asphalt 
from Butler to Hilliard, was passed. The 
contract will be given to the Warren- 
Scharf Asphalt Company at 31.888. The 
city will pay one-third of the expense, and 
property owners two-thirds. 

Councilman Peters introduced a regolu- 
tion requiring all applicants for liquor and 
beer licenses to swear they have never 
violated, or have been associated in busi- 
ness with any one who has violated the 
state or city laws in reference to the sell- 
ing of intoxicating liquors, before licenses 
Shall be granted. 

Ths application of W. Austell, through 
his attorneys, John L. Hopkins & Sons, for 
$500 damages to Forsyth street property on 
account of erection of Forsyth street 
bridge, was granted.

ADMIT INDUSTRY 


Council Established Important Precedent 
: Yesterday Afternoon. 


TO INVITE LARGE FACTORIES 


Taxes Will Be Reduced on Any Large 
Manufacturers Who Locate. 


BIG FLOUR MILL COMING TO ATLANTA 


Council Assess Only 40 Per Cent of 
Machinery—City Fathers Talk 
Strongly on the Subject. 


One of the most important matters con- 
sidered by city council yesterday afternvon 
was the proposed reduction in taxacion on 
manufacturing industries. The sentimert of 
that body was to encourage the advent of 
such establishments by not requiring the 
full assessments as heretofore, This action 
establishes a precedent, which it is thought, 
will materially increase the manufacturing 
interests of the city. 

The action was apropos of the request of 
J.B. Whitman, a prominent East Tennes- 
sean, who proposes to establish a gigantic 
flouring mill in Atlanta, for reduced taxa- 
tion on his machimery. He intends to erect 
a large building, operate about $65,000 worth 
of machinery, employ a large number of 
laborers and turn out between 1,000 and 1,200 
barrels of flour every twenty-four hours. 

Several cities are after this establishment. 
Chattanooga has offefed to charge no taxes 
whatever. The proprietor says he would 
rather settle‘ in Atlanta on account of 
climate and location, and has asked coun- 
cil what inducement could be offered for 
the erection of his establishment here. 

The tax committee has had the matter 
under consideration for several days, and 
rendered a report yesterday afternvon as- 
sessing the mill machinery‘at only 40 per 
cent of its value, or $25,000. That is prac- 
tically a new rule in council, and the re- 
port was favorably received yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

Must Encourage Factories. 

There were several strong speeches in 
favor of the adoption of the report and the 
establishment of the precedert of admitting 
large manufactories at reduced taxation. 
City Attorney Judge Anderson advised the 
adoption of the report. 

(Councilman Culberson stated he formerly 
took the position in favor of taxing large 
industries, but that now he was opposed 
to the same, favoring some inducenent 
whereby lurge concerns might be attracted 
here. 

Alderman Woodwatd made a strong 
speech advocating the adoption of the re- 
port. Councilman ,Lumpkin feared there 
might be some slight illegality about the 
reduction of taxes, but wus strong2ly in fa- 
vor of exempting all manufactories from 
taxation, having introduced a resolution to 
this effect some time ago. The measure 
was referred to the tax committee, but no 
no report has as yet been rendered. 

Councilman Maddox thought very few 
laboring people would come with this par- 
ticular factory, but favored the encouraze- 
ment of such industries. 

“It does not mater,’’ said Mayvr Pro 
Tem. Dimmock, “even if few people are 
employed in this concern. What we want is 


diversified industries. Atlanta needs manu- 


factories. We want to throw out all the 


encouragement possible in this respect. Oth- 


er cities are making good inducements to 
Secure this same concern. and it is nothing 
but just that we should reduce the taxa- 
tion. A prominent citizen tola me that 
while traveling east he could tell when he 
entered South Carolina by the smoke 
stacks. We want more capital 
more employment for our laboring classes. 
I am heartily in favor of reducing the 
taxes as an inducement.”’ 

Councilman Peters was strongly in favor 
of the report of the committee, and Coune- 
cilman Morris stated Atlanta was driving a 
nall into her coffin every time she refused 
to offer such an inducement to manufac- 
turers to locate here. 

The vote was taken and the report adopt- 
ed. Council has placed itself on record, 
therefore, as extending encouragement to 
large concerns locating here in the way of 
reduced taxes.

ARE TIED UP BY QUARANTINE 


The Mobile and Birmingham Had To 
Take Off Its Trains. 


POPLE ARE FLE-ING FROM THE CAPITAL

It Is Reported That 1,500 Left Mont- 
gomery on Suuday in a Panic. 
Did Not Wait To Pack Up. 


The action of Alabama towne in quar%n- 
tining against Montgomery is tying up 
some of the railroads over there. 

The Western of Alabama is not turning 
a wheel on its Selma division. Selma will 
not admit passengers or freight from 
Montgomery and there is nothing for the 
road to do but wait for the fright or the 
fever to pass. 

A Montgomery man who arrived here 
yesterday said that the people over there 
are panicstricken. Fifteen hundred people 
left Montgomery on Sunday. Many didn’t 
wait to pack a trunk or even to take a 
hand satchel. They fled like inmates from 
a burning house with nothing more than 
they had on. 

The action of the towns around Mont- 
gomery in quarantining added to the ex- 
citement in the city that yellow fever was 
possibly present. The health authorities 
were trying to confine the suspicious cases 
to one locality. The vagueness of the offi- 
cial reports did not allay the excitement at 
all and the people made a rush to get out. 

Not a train moved on the Mobile and 
Birmingham railroad yesterday. Shotgun 
quarantine was in force at so many sta- 
tions that it was useless to try to move 
trains, either passenger or freight. 

The Atlanta and West Point is open to 
Montgomery, only one station between 
Montgomery and Atlanta having quaran- 
tined, but with all Alabama on the south 
and west closed to the capital, business is 
demoralized. 

Some of the Central's twenty-two 
branches are practically at a standstill on 
account of the quarantine restrictions. 

In the upper part of the state the restric- 
tions are bearing hard on the roads and 
their patrons. Business is handicaped and 
the scare is growing, although it is but a 
few weeks until frost. 


HOW IS IT AT MONTGOMERY?P 


Little News To Be Obtained Concern- 
ing Situation There. 


Tho train from Mon‘tgomery and contig- 
“uvus territory, which reaches this city at 
11:30 a. m.. brings a number of people each 
day—refugees they are fleeing from the fe- 
ver. The Atlanta and West Point train was 
two hours and thirty minutes late in reach- 
ing the city yesterday, but when it came it 
brought a number of passengers from Ala- 
bama’s capital city 

They were all ladies, however, and they 
repaired at once to the hotels and homes of 
friends in this city. Some of the people af 
Montgomery, it seems, approve of the 
action of the board of health in declining 
to discuss the sttuation, while others say 
that it is best for them to keep quiet. 

Those who have recently deen in Mont- 
gomery state that the situation is consid- 
éred to be alarming by the citizens. An ef- 
fort was made yesterday to ascertain 
whether or not the government had taken 
any steps toward investigating the situ- 
ation, but it proved unavailing. None of the 
physicians of this city are familiar enough 
with the state of affairs existing in Mont- 
gomery to state anything positive upon the 
matter, but gave as their private opinions 
that yellow fever did exist in that city, and 
that it was probable that the government 
would send an expert to pass upon the sus- 
picious cases, since the physicians at that 


.point seemed to be unable to determine for 


themselves. 

A well-known physician said yesterday: 
“I am thoroughly cemvinced that the cases 
which have been reported to the boayd of 
health of ‘Montgomery are nothing less than 
yellow fever. However, this is only my 
opinion and I would not care to have my 
name mentioned, because I do not wish to 
appear in the attitude of antagonizing the 
board of health and physicians at that 
point.’’

Seyeral weeks ago. Isaac Crosby filed 
guit for a total divorce from his wite, Ger- 
trude Crosby, whom he married December 
1, 1892. He declared that sne had been very 
cruel to him, making nis hte miserabie and 
ys home unhappy. 

“On several occasions she struck me and 
cruelly assaulted me,” says Crosby, “one 
time striking me with a poker, and often- 
limes assaulting me with her fst. lier 
language and assaults and generai conduct 
taken together have amounted to a course 
of continual cruel treatment.” 

Crosby charged his wife with drinking 
whisky, claiming that for a year past she 
has frequently been intexicated. Another 
count in his list of charges was that she 
had been unfaithful to mim and had asso- 
ciated with men of bad reputation. This 
suit was filed by Atturneys Arnold & 
Arnoid, and is on record in the superior 
court. 

Yesterday Mrs. Crosby filed her answer to 
the suit of her husband, and she arraigns 
him most bitterly. The suit is filed as an 
answer and cross bill by Attorney Mord 
Foote, Jr., who represents Mrs. Crosby. She 
denies that she ever assaulted her husband 
er in any wise abused or iil treated him, 
claiming on the other hand that she has 
always been affectionate and kind and 
withal a dutiful wife. 

“During my married life I have lived 
true to my marriage vows,” says Mrs. 
Crosby. ‘1 positively assert that never was 
I intoxicated while 1 lived with my hus- 
band, and 1 deny his aliegations.’’ 

She denies that be hus the right to ask 
for divorce, and says her husband should 
not have tne custody of the omy Cnild that 
Was born OL the unhappy Marriage. Sue 
RAYS he never supported uer and ner cniid 
and declares that nad it not been tor tne 
assistance rendered her by her mother and 
relatives, sne wouid have been in avsolule 
want, 

‘ine answer and cross bill of Mrs. Crosby 
conciudes with the fvuilowing deciarations, 
Which she says give a Clear idea of tne 
disappointments and sorrows that resulted 
trom her marriage with Isaac Crosby: 

“since the day of their marriage and 
continuously up till the day of their sep- 
@ration uefendant had to and did support 
herseif and child, as well as furnish board 
for her husband, while the said husband 
contributed but little either to the support 
and maintenance of herself and ch:id or 
supplying the sufficiencies of his own board, 
Which defendant bad to make up; that de- 
fendant was crueliy treated by plaintiff. 
At various times defendant would attack 
defendant and beat her with a Sticy, poKer, 
Chair or any other article of torture on 
Which he could lay his hands; that the 
piaintiff would often come home intoxicat- 
ed, at which time defendant would have 
to put him to bed and care for him. It 
seemed to give piaintiff the greatest pleas- 
ure tO assault and mistreat defendant while 
in his sober Moments, and on the day al- 
leged the plaintiff moved defendant's indi- 
Vidual effects into an adjoining room, drove 
her from his bed and board and threatened 
to kill her unless she got out of his sight, 
and on one occasion threatened defendant 
that if she came out of her mother’s house 
to follow iiim be would blow her brains out. 
The defendant ailezes that the plaintiff 
has on numerous and divers occasions com- 
Mitted adultery and has boasted to her of

Maggie Griffin, whose marriage with 
George W. Griffin was compulsory. Soon 
after the vows were said the husband de- 
Sserted his young wife and her child and 
she now asks the court to require him to 
support the child. The suit was filed yes- 
terday by Colonel Robert J. Jordan 
the case will be argued and testimony will 
be introduced before Judge Lumpkin in 
Chambers on October 30th at 9 o'clock. 

The petition shows that the marriage oc- 
curred on March 6, 1896, and that it was 
the result of the seduction of the plaintiff. 
She says Griffin accomplished her ruin 
under the solemn promise of marriage. She 
pleaded with lim, she says. to marry her, 
but he declined until a criminal warrant 
was about to proceed against him and he 
chose the marriage rather than the crimi- 
nal court. 

After the marriage, says the petition, he 
deserted her and for five months refused to 
Support her and the baby.

At their earnest sQlicitation, she 
says, she withdrew the suit and began 
again to patiently wait for her hushand 
to make new resolutions and begin to lead 
a better life. 

The reformation did not come—alas! for 
her patient care and hope. She says he 
often left his four little children without 
medicine and the actual necessaries of 
life. 

One vear ago, she says, after a pro- 
longed spree of her husband, she was in- 
formed that if she did not pay her house 
rent she would be ejected. She says she 
appealed to her husband for the last time 
to aid her, but that he did not pay the 
reat and she was put out of her house and 
was obliged to seek shelter under her 
father’s roof. 

“T want the custody of my children,” 
said she yesterday to the twelve men who 
were listening to her gaé@ story. “‘My hus- 
band is not a proper person to have them 
under his control.’”’ ; 


V.—PAWNED HER WATCH 
TO BUY WHISKY 


‘fy husband was not only habitually 
drunk, but he was a gambler and he pawn- 
ed my watch with which to buy whisky.”

The Ore Is Rich and Apparently 
There Is a Large Body of It—It’s 
a Smelting Proposition. 


A. L. Smith, of Athens, Swore Out the 
Warrant—Statement He Makes. 
Jolnson Won’t Talk. 


The Pope Brothers have scld their gold 
mine—the Cherokee—in Cherokee county, 
to an Ohio syndicate for a good round sum. 

General A. T. Warner, the well-known 
cnamipion of bimetallism, is at the head of 
the syrdicate. The new owrers have taken 
possession and they are getting ready to put 
in a large plant for hydraulic mining. They 
have bougnt two iarge boilers and puns. 
They will pump water from the river, three- 
feurths of a mile away, through an eight- 
inch pipe and will tear the hill duwn with 
water. A flume will carry the dirt to the 
mill 

The new plant will represent an invest- 
ment of $50,000. The purchasers believe that 
they have a good hydraulic proposition and 
the shafts and drifts underground shuw 
that there ig Cceep mining, too. When the 
Mesers. Pope so:id they had one shaft down 
120 feet and they had 200 feet of drifts on 
the veins. Seme of the ore runs very hich, 
even as high as $00 a ton. Mill tests were 
made at a number of mines in the wes 
wbere ore was shipped. Some of it was sent 
to Utah for treatment. It is pronounced a 
splendid smelting ore. 

Mr. E. E. Pope, who is at the Alhambra 
hotel, on Peachtree, was seen last night. 
He said that the price paid was private 
and that the purchasers preferred it be not 
made public. The information comes from 
Canton that the mine brought about $75,000. 

The Messrs. Pupe came ‘o Atlanta in 
1895. They owned the streets of Cairo at the 
exposition and made money out of it, being 
among ithe few concessionaires on the 
Midway who really made a good thing. At 
the close of the exposition they bought the 
old Cherokee mine. They opened this mine 
and spent a large sum developing it. A few 
months ago they bought the Putnam prop- 
erty adjoining and pushed the work. 

Altogether they spent a great deal of 
money on their property, but they have it 
all back now, with a handsome profit. They 
will remain in Atlanta and will probably 
invest again in gold property. 

The new purchasers hoOpe to be able to 
turn on the water by the latter part of 
next month. General Warner will be down 
after the Ohio campaign closes. 


WEAK MEN 


CURED AS IF BY MAG 
Victims of Lost Manhuod should es-ad 


George W. Johnson, a well-known broker 
and drummer, was arrested yesterday 
morning on a warrant charging him with 
cheating and swindling. The arrest was a 
great surprise to Johnson's friends, for 
he is a men of good address aud has many 
business acquaintances throughout the 
state who have always regarded him as a 


man of integrity. 

The man who caused Johnson to be ar- 
rested says there is a clear case. Johnson 
says the whole matter has grown out of 
a business misunderstanding and that 
everything will be atisfactorily arranged. 

Johnson was not locked up, but placed 
in charge of a special bailiff until it was 
time for him to be taken to Athens. The 
warrant was sworn out by Mr. A. L. 
Smith, a prominent druggist of the Classic 
City. Mr. Smith telepnoned to Atlanta 
Suuday about Johnson, and yesterday. he 
came here, and seeing Johnson on the 
street, pointed him out to an officer, ‘lwen- 
ty-tive dollars had been offered for the 
drummer's apprehension. 

At the police barracks yesterday after- 
noon Johnson and Smith held a consulta- 
tion, but it did not seem that any satis- 
factory arrangemeMts were consummated 
looking to the release of the traveling 
salesman. A reporter of The Constitution 
approached the two men and asked Smith 
if he woul make a full statement Of the 
facts in the case. He at first declined to 
say anything, but afterwards gave a his- 
tory of the affair. He said that on Sep- 
tember %im Johnson came to Athens repre- 
senting “imself as a traveling Ssaiesman 
for a .@ ver house of Atlanta, and also 
claimed .v be carrying a side line for the 
drug house of Hugh L. Tingling, of Denver, 
Col. Smith says he bought a bill of drugs 
from Johnson and upon his making a spe- 
cial discount of 5 per cent a check was 
given him for the full amount of the 
pill. The goods never turned up. 

“Tl waited a reasonable length of time,'* 
said Mr. Smith, “and then I wrote to the 
house in Denver. The reply I received was 
that nothing was known there of any such 
man as George Johnson. J wrote to Johnson 
about the matter and received no satis- 
factory reply. I also learned that he had 
served two other drug stores in Athens the 
same way as he did me. I felt that some- 
thing ought to be done about the matter, 
and I decided to swear out the warrant, 
and I will push the prosecution for ail it 
is worth.”’ 

Johuson was asked by the reporter if 
he cared to make any statement about his | 
arrest and he replied that he had nothing 
to say just now, except that the matter 
would ail be satisfactorily explained at 
the proper time. 

Mr. Smith says that Johnson reccived 
the check from one of the drug hbouses 
in Athens u month before he paid him 
with the check. Johnson called at the 
same drug store the last time he was there 
and was told that the goods aiready paid 
for had never shown up. His excuse was 
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that he had gre mtg Tey forward the order 
and had the papers “in his pocket at the

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF MINT. 


He Attributes the Decline in Silver 
to Overproduction. 
Washington, October 18.—The director of 
the m.nt has submitted to the secretary of 
the treasury his report for the fiscal year 
is%7, covering the operations of the mints 
and assay offices, together witn the statis- 
tics of ivreign countries relative to the 
production, coinage and the monetary con- 

dition of each. 

The value of the gold deposited at the 
mints and assay offices during the fiscal 
year 1497, cents omitted, was $129,105,500. Of 
this amount. $87,003,337 were original deposits 
and $42,102,162 re-deposits. 

The coinage value of silver bullion re- 
ceived during the year was $9,725,022. Of this 
amount $9,470,623 were original deposits, and 
the remainder, $254,398, re-deposits. 

The purchases of silver buli.on for subsi- 
diary silver coinage under the provisions of 
section 3526, Revised Statutes of the United 
States, aggregated 259,248 fine ounces, cost- 
ing $171,450. 

The silver dollars coined were from silver 
bullion on hand, purchased under the act of 
July 14, 1890. 

The total coinage of silver dollars from 
under that act, from 
1890 (date the law took effect), 
to July 1, 1897, has been 68,748,477 pieces, 
containing 53,172,650 ounces of fine silver, 
ay ry 3 $51,532,154, giving a@ seigniorage of 

7,216,322. 

. The highest quotation for silver of 0.925, 
in the London market during the year, was 
3l4% pence, equal to $0.68051 per ounce fine 
United States money; the lowest quotation 
was 27% pence, equal to $0.60357.

We still believe it is bet- 
ter to buy cotton under 6e than to sell it, 
and if bought on a scale down it will prove 
a good investment before many months 
have passed. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, October 18.—Dry goods show 
less life than they did last week. The 
trading today was not of great extent, 
and prices in all cotton lines still suffered 
from the low rates prevailing for print 
cloths and similar gray goods. The weather 
has been an uncomfortable factor in the 
situation; also the distribution being re- 
ported light in nearly all sections.

Chicago, October 18.—Wheat today closed 
at 1%@l‘%c decline. It was a very narrow 
market and the weakness was not so much 
due to any new features of the general 
situation as to the smallness of trade and 


the selling by the bull clique of about 300,-° 


000 bushels of long wheat. Corn was very 
weak on the heavy receipts and visible in- 
crease and declined %@\c. Oats declined 
Ye. Provigons on the contrary were 
strong on good short covering and closed 
74@lie higher. 

Wheat was rather weak at the opening, 
December starting at 92%@2%c as com- 
pared with Saturday’s closing price of 
2%c, Offerings were not heavy, but there 
was an even smaller demand, the result 
being a slow decline to 91%@9%e. The 
Liverpool wheat market responded indif- 
ferently to Gaturday’s advance here, quo- 
tations at the opening showing the modest 
gain of %d per cental, That hud a ten- 
dency to make the local bulls cautious at 
the opening here, and to correspondingly 
encourage the bears. The bearish features 
were the generous rains in the west and 
northwest and the consequent improve- 
ment in wheat prospects, liberal northwest 
receipts and the heavy world’s shipments 
for the week—9,500,000 bushels. Minneapols 
and Duluth received 1,494 cars, against 
1,470 last week and 1,462 on the correspond- 
ing day a year ago., After the decline to 
914@9i7%~c the market lazily swung around 
in the opposite direction, and up to the 
time of the receipt of the closing Liver- 
pool cables, ruled fairly steady at around

Atlanta. October. 18.—The wheat market 
has been dull and uninteresting today. Tne 
disappointing cables and the poor demand 
at the seaboard checked the good buying 
noted Saturday and caused realizing by 
ho'ders. as well as selling by scalpers. The 
trade. however, was not large eitner way, 
Liverpoo! closing unchanged to ‘4d lower. 
There was a slight advance in the conti- 
nental markets—10 to 12% centimes. New 
York reported only fifteen loads sold for 
export. Clearances, however, were qu te 
large, equaling 625.000 bushels from the 
four ports. The visible increase was 1,136,- 
060 bushels. There was a decrease on pas- 
sage of 40.000 bushels and a decrease in the 
English visible of about 50.000 bushels. The 
world's wheat shipments amounted to 
9.455.000, against 7.932.000 bushels the week 
previous. The principal increase was from 
Russin. Russia, however, shipped 0.000 
bushels more than the week previous, but 
according to a London cable, a considerable 
portion of present shipments from that 
counrty is toefill old ordets, and when this 
is over exports from there will be much 
lighter. Prime, in his weekly review. was 
very bullish, and states that the recent 
rains have been of very little aid, so far 
as breaking the drought is concerned. 
which is as serious as ever. He states 
threshing returns up in the northwest 
are very disappointing. During the latter 
part of the session the feeling became 
quite weak on account of the verv poor 
epeculative demand, and prices sold down 
I%c per bushel, as compared with Satur- 
dav’s close. 

Corn has heen very weak. the bear fac- 
tors being the laree rece'pts, an increase 
in the visible of 2,793.0 bushels and free 
selling by elevator peopl.

Tbe Japanese ‘bride 
of Sir Edwin Arnold 


The announcement made in The Consti- 
tut.cn’s column yesterday of 
the marriage of Sir Edwin Arnold 
and a Japanese lady will be a 
{matter of international interest, since the 
writer enjoys not only literary prominence 
but social popularity wherever he is known. 
The announcemcen made of his marriage 
contains no description of the bride, but 
the fact that she is a Japanese lady should 
scarcely be a surprise to those familiar 
with his writings, since he has in many 
of his favored works idealized the Asiatic 
women and inspired the greatest admira- 
tion readers for the bright- 
eyed Japarese maidens; and those who may 
have met with the writer socially should 
not be surprised to hear of his choice, for 
it has ever been his habit to impart to his 
conversation his love for the-east, its life, 
customs, and gspecially its women. 

Speeches and impromptu toasts made by 
him are said not alone to dazzle with those 
brilliant ideas and expressions that have 
made his ‘“‘Light of Asia’ a model of the 
Fichmess there is in the HMngtish language, 
but to inspire in his hearers a desire to see 
the subjects of his enthusiastic writings 
and conversation, 

An Atlanta gentleman, in referring to the 
recent marriage of Sir Edwin Arnold, re- 
called a dinner at the Lotos Club in New 
York where Sir Edwin Arnold had been at 
one time entertained. At the dinner was a 
guest who had but recently returned from 
Jupan. When called upon for his opinions 
of the country, he particularly eulogfzed 
the Japanese women—their culture and 
Charms. He prefaced his remarks by an- 
houncing that the last dinner he had at- 
tended at the Lolos Club was in honor of 
Sir Edwin Arnold, and that the latter’s 
interesting and enthusiastic discourse upon 
the Japanese women had led nim to take 
a4 voyage to that country, where he might 
study and admire them for himself. 

Considering that in literature and so- 
Clally the popular English writer has im- 
bressed his admirers with his devotion to 
the Japanese women, it may be believed 
that in his marriage Sir Edwin Arnold 
may have found that which all men seek 
but few find—his ideal. Having found this 
ideal in the Japanese bride, it is to be 
hoped that his idealization of her and the 
women of her clime will not deprive his 
Writings of their fascination, but that he 
will continue to paint her in that radiance 
and mystic charm that make his master- 
plece the delight of nations. 

Indeed, the word painting in the glo- 
rious pictures he has given us of the al- 
luring women of the east is so akin to 
the actual painter’s art, we are apt to 
attribute to him the same charactcris- 
ties, 

It is said that the greatest painters 
never regched the realization of their ideals 
in their” most masterful efforts, and that 
in their soaring for the ideal their crea. 
Uons were touched with the loftiness of 
their aspirations that may have satisfied | 
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the world of critics, but. never the soul of 
the artist himself. No matter how glorious 
his conquest in the reception given hig 
finished paintings, the artist's soul ls 
never satisfied, but soars higher and 
higher. 

It has been said that Charles Dana Gib- 
son, the great American illustrator, ap 
artist in his line, has since his marriage 
ceased to impart to his illustrations that 
charm that made his creation, ‘‘The Ameri- 
can Girl,’’ so famous. It was said at 
the time that he married the beautiful 
Viriginia girl that he had found in her the 
embodiment of his “ideal’’ woman, and thar 
many of his choicest illustrations but por- 
trayed the fair face of his pride. Satis 
fied now with the real, he no longer im- 
parts to his work those visions of the 
ideal that made him famous, but is content 
to present in every illustration the face of 
the real Mrs. Charles Dana Gibson and 
very lately a little Gibson girl. 

Admitting now that Sir Edwin Arnold 
has found his ideal in his Japanese bride 
and will present her as such in his future 
literary work it way be interesting to note 
the characteristics accorded the Japanese 
lady as she really is. 

Mr. William BPlroy Curtis in his sketches 
of modern Japan states that ‘“‘the most 
radical reform that has (\aken place in Japan 
since the restoration has been in the con- 
dition of the women of the empire,”’ and 
attributes their py state of affairs to 
her ‘imperial majesty the empress,’’ whose 
ideas of progressiveness have been the 
greatest boon to her sex. She has especial- 
ly encouraged the general and higher edu- 
cation of women, and though this move- 
ment has brought about a new era in the 
history of Japanese women, those of an- 
cient times are said to have been remark- 
able for “influence and usefulness and their 
unseen hands have often shaped the pol- 
icles and neutralized the power of men in 
the empire.” They have ever been placed 
high above the women of the other Asiatic 
nations in Ifhes of freedom and progress 
and their present happy state is one to 
which impetus has been recently given, but 
which has been. gradually but surely ap- 
proached. . 

They are characteristically ardent in 
their religious professions and many of 
the temples and monasteries sacred to 
Buddhism are due to the zeal and entnusi- 
asm of the Japanese women. 

The oldest book in Japanese literature, 
according to the statement of Mr. Curtis, 
is the work of a woman—Hyeta-No-Are— 
while there were many writers among the 
women even among the most ancient times, 

In reference to this fact Mr. Curtis says: 

‘‘But they were accidental and exceptional 
—the occasional assertions of genius that 
could not be restrained by conventionality. 
It was considered useless to enlighten the 


' reason and the judgment of woman or de- 


velop her intellectual powers further than 
was necessary to enable her to perform 
her household duties and carry out the 
will of that superior being, man.” Fur- 
ther he says as to her education: “It was 
based upon a famous book called ‘Anna 
Dai Yakko,’ and which taught that ‘in 
childhood a woman must obey her father; 
when married her husband; when widowed 
her son.’ The ideal neld up to the Japa- 
nese girl is self-abnegation and obedience 
to man, and the highest standard taught 
the women even in their present advance- 
ment is ‘gentleness, sacrifice and the sup- 
pression of the will, to merge her own 
personality into that of her husband, to 
guard the family honor and perpetuate the 
famlivy name and then, perhaps, if she at- 
tains these ideals, and her husband is gen- 
erous she may have a borrowed soul in 
the great hereafter so as to live for his 
convenience and companionship in immor- 
tality.”” With this belief possessing the 
Japanese it is not surprising that the great 
ditticulty experienced in the efforts made 
in the progress of women is to ‘reconcile 
seclusion and gentleness and refinement of 
the ancient system with self-reliance, the 
eonsciousness, the freedom of thought, the 
aspirations and the dignity which the cul- 
tivation of the intellect brings.”’

The offiesr knew that tn tis hte? home 
in New Corleans thcre were a mother and 
a sisier, ard that were ‘done with 

» brother wlo was lying at the point of 
death. He was without means, as those 
who are faithful to the tenets of the 
army never seve money, and he hurried to 
sume of the good people tn the city and ex- 
plained the situation. They were willing 
to he'p him, but some of them tried to 
dissurce him from making the trip, telling 
him to wit a few «cays and perhaps his 
brother would not need him. To this he 
smiled end replied’ 

“My poor mother and sister need me as 
much as my afflicted brother, and I will 
go to them if I have to walk every step 
of the way” 

Transportation was eecured and left 
yesterday afternoon at half-past 4 o'clock. 

It is a known fact that when a person 
goes to a city in which there is yellow 
fever he is almost certain to have the 
disecse, being unacclimated, and when a 
stranger does have it he is almost sure to 
die. Krecwing all this the brave lieutenant 
went to New Orleans as smilingly and 
calmly as if he were walking out to hold 
one of his meetings on the street. 

Lieutenant McKnight is the Salvation 
Army officer who was arrested last week 
for blockading a sidewalk opposite Jacobs’ 
pharmacy on Marietta street. He was 
tried in the police court and the case was 
dismissed by the recorder on the ground 
that it was the people who stopped on the 
sidewalks to hear the preaching who did 
the blockading and net the Salvation Army. 
At the trial MeKnight was cool and per- 
fectly calm, but some one remarked at the

the Assistant’s Place. 


BLOSGETT TALKS OF THE EXPOSITION 


Was Disinclined To Talk of His Ap- 
plication for the Position of 
Assistant Postmaster. 


Whether Major Smyth can put In an as- 
sistant postmaster or not was the puzzling 
question that worried Ed Blodgett, Bd An-

Once and for all he wanted to know if 
Major Smyth intended to make him assist- 
ant postmaster. He also wanted to know 
if the major expected to fire Major Couper.
